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BIKE VS. BUS

esearchers say the “happiest” 
commute is by bike, but we 
all have our bad days. 

On Friday, a school bus 
stopped in the bike lane of 
Blaisdell Avenue in south Minneapolis. It 
was early in the morning, and the driver 
was waiting to pick up the first student 
of the day. 

That’s when a cyclist pulled up, bike lock 
in hand, and began using it as a weapon on 
the bus windows. Even the windshield got 
smashed before the biker fled the scene, 
according to a police report. 

The driver wasn’t injured, and there 
weren’t any students aboard. A police 
department spokesperson says there 
aren’t any updates on the case. 

There’s no shortage of bad feelings 
between cyclists and drivers in the Twin 
Cities, but usually it’s the bikers taking 
the lion’s share of punishment. Just a 


week and change 
before the bus inci¬ 
dent, a cyclist got 
hit by a produce 
truck downtown 
on Third Avenue 
South near Sec¬ 
ond Street. He is 
expected to live, 
but not without a 
grueling recovery. 

And not every¬ 
one is so lucky. 

The Minnesota 
Department of 
Public Safety says seven bikers died last 
year in crashes with motor vehicles. The 
year before, six died and 738 were injured. 

Of course, school buses aren’t exactly 
having an easy time of it, either. Earlier 
this year, 31-year-old security guard 
Kenneth W. Lilly opened fire on a bus 


in Minneapolis, hitting the driver in the 
head and left arm. 

He told police he feared for his safety 
after his car and the bus bumped into one 
another on 1-35. He got out of his car, tried 
to get inside the bus, and, failing to do so, 
started firing through the windshield. 


If there’s an 5 ^ing to be gleaned from all 
of this, it’s that it’s hard enough out there on 
the road without people making it harder 
on one another. So stay safe, buckle up, and 
watch out for cyclists. 

Especially the ones wielding bike locks.

the Influence 



A new type of fame 
is emerging on socia 
media. But what’s it 
like to live with and 
love these mavens?

I n the old days (like, 10 years ago), 
the most influential people in the 
world were actors, models, and 
musicians. These days, the big¬ 
gest influencers of what we buy, 
where we vacation, and even how 
we give back don’t have million-dollar 
movie deals or TV credits. Instead, they 
have iPhones and Insta-handles. 

There are plenty of influencers here in 
the Twin Cities. In some cases, they’re TV 
or radio personalities whose social media 
presence has become an extension of their 
on-air persona. For others, their business 
is all about creating connections between 
people, organizations, and good causes. 

While some influencers might look glam¬ 
orous in front of the camera (or iPhone) and 
have sweet, sweet validation from thou¬ 
sands of faceless social media handles, for 
many the most important person in their 
lives is the one taking the picture. 

Behind the @ symbol is a very real 
person with feelings and opinions. And 
behind that person? Often there is a 
very patient partner. Husbands, wives, 
bo 5 Triends, and, in some cases, children, 
have become recognizable, thanks to their 
influences whether they’ve been put into 
the filtered spotlight by choice, chance, 
or plain old accident. 

TONY OPSE & 

SARAH EDWARDS 


Tony Opse wasn’t sure what was going 
on the first time he was recognized by a 
receptionist at doggie daycare. 

“The girl just stared at me for a min¬ 
ute and then goes. Are you dating Sarah 
Edwards?”’ he recalls. “So at first I was 
trying to remember if this was one of her 
friends I had met or something. Then 
she goes, T love her style! I’m really into 
fashion.’ I wasn’t really sure what I was 
supposed to do with that, so I just kind 
of smiled and thanked her. I don’t know 


why I thanked her, but it felt like the right 
thing to do.” 

While it may seem strange to corner a 
guy who is just trying to drop off his dog, 
this has become the norm for Opse. His 
girlfriend of roughly three and a half years 


is Sarah Edwards, one of the most active 
and influential people on social media 
in the Twin Cities. Fashion, travel, and 
lavish social events are all staples of her 
Instagram, which is closely watched and 
engaged with by nearly 20,000 followers. 


But for Sarah, it’s (almost) all business. 

Many know Edwards as the founder 
of “I AM” events around town, such as I 
AM MPLS and I AM ST. PAUL, annual 
parties that showcase local designers, 
artists, musicians, and more. By day, she

was working for an advertising agency 
downtown, using her creativity and pro¬ 
motional savvy to help people and brands 
stand out. About a year ago, she put her 
influence into action to go into business 
for herself The result? Her own marketing 
agency called, appropriately, I Am Sarah 
Edwards. She has partnered with brands 
like Jaguar Land Rover MPLS and Canopy 
by Hilton Minneapolis, and can often be 
seen out and about at the latest launch party, 
networking event, or panel discussion. 

‘T hate the idea of being an Jnfluencer’ 
because I’m a lot more than that,” Edwards 
says at the mention of the word. “But social 
media is such an important part of my 
business, so I really can’t be that upset 
about it.” 

On any given day, Edwards’ posts are 
a rainbow of vintage outfits and lavish 
decorations for her latest client event. 
However, she also uses it to capture her 
own personal memories with Opse, from 
vacations to the occasional non-work- 
related night out. 

“I think about how to divide between 
my personal life and professional life 
all the time,” she says. “It’s exhausting 
because sometimes I feel like I have to 
be this character, but then I also want to 
exist as a real person at the same time.” 

Fortunately for Edwards, Opse helps 
keep her grounded while still appreciating 
the incredible level of access she allows 
people as part of her business. 

“I’m naturally an introvert myself,” he 
says. “It takes a lot for me to get out and 
want to talk with people. When I’m at 
events with her it feels strange, because 
people will recognize me and want to talk, 
but it’s pretty low-pressure. With Sarah, 


she has to be constantly remembering 
people’s names and what they do and how 
it affects her business. With me it’s just 
like, 'Hey I’m Tony.’” 

His laid-back attitude and willingness to 
include himself in Edwards’ world makes 
Opse an excellent partner, both in life and 
in the influencer biz. But it’s still a pain in 
both of their asses occasionally. 

“I won’t pretend I don’t get annoyed 
with it sometimes,” Opse says. “Like, we’ll 
be somewhere and we have to stop what 
we’re doing to make sure we get a photo. 
But I also know that it’s important for her 
because that awareness can potentially 
segue into a new business opportunity.” 

Edwards is quick to demonstrate her 
own self-awareness of the kind of absurdity 
that comes with the territory. 

“There are times that I’m like, T don’t 
want to ask him to take a photo, but I have 
to, and now I don’t respect myself!’ But I 
also know that posting about certain things 
has allowed me to connect businesses, 
and in some cases help with really great 
causes. [Social media] can seem vapid or 
narcissistic—which it is—but I also try to 
balance it with the good it can do.” 

After getting on Instagram himself about 
six months ago, Opse says that more than 
an 5 Thinghe respects how hard his Insta- 
famous girlfriend works and her motiva¬ 
tions for doing it. 

“I don’t really think much about how 
often she’s on social media because, hon¬ 
estly, it’s like asking someone to cover up a 
third eye,” he laughs. “It’s part of her and 
what she does. I also understand that she 
is doing this for us and our future, and 
that means sometimes we both have to 
make sacrifices.” 
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More than an 3 rthing, Opse is quick to 
point out that his girlfriend is a lot more 
than just an influencer. 

‘'You can’t just start an Instagram 
account and be an influencer,” he says. 
“The social media was secondary to what 
Sarah was already doing. A lot of people 
get confused and want to be an influencer. 
You don’t do that. You do the work and 
people will be interested in what you’re 
doing. She’s done such an amazing job 
of that.” 

MATTHEW HART 
& NORA MCINERNY 


Local author, podcaster, nonprofit 
founder, and all-around badass chick 
Nora Mclnerny isn’t interested in what 
she’s “supposed” to do on social media. 

“I didn’t start using the internet to be 
an internet person,” she explains when 
asked about her social media influence. 
“I never had a goal in mind. I just liked 
blogs and I was one of the first people 
on Tumblr, and then all of these crazy 
personal things happened and this fol¬ 
lowing built up around it.” 

Intentional or not, Mclnerny’s social 
media channels combine to over 110,000 
followers, making her one of the biggest 
voices in the Twin Cities. 

“I don’t do anything to try and gain 
followers,” she says. “I don’t use hashtags 
unless it’s something I made up myself, 
and my goal isn’t to get people to follow 
me. I use [social media] to share my life 
in the way I want to.” 

Because of her less-than-impressed 
approach to social media engagement, 
it should come as little surprise that her 
kids and her husband, Matthew Hart, are 
unfazed by her internet status. 

“The older two [Hart’s 17-year-old and 
12-year-old from a previous relationship] 
think it’s the funniest thing to come up to 
me and be like. Are you Nora Mclnerny?’ 
Like, it only happened one time but they 
won’t let me forget it.” 

In Hart’s case, his feelings about 
his wife’s online life have gone mostly 
unchanged from their initial meeting. The 
first time he met Mclnerny had nothing 
to do with the internet at all. 

“We had a mutual friend who introduced 
us at a bonfire at her house. I showed up, 
poured myself a glass of wine, and immedi¬ 
ately tipped over in my chair. Nora laughed; 
probably harder than she should have. 
Like, she was definitely laughing at me.” 

That night, Mclnerny sent Hart a Face- 
book message, instructing him to ask her 
out on a proper date. 

Unlike most of us, who turn into online 
detectives at the slightest hint of roman¬ 
tic connection. Hart chose to mostly stay 
away from her accounts. 

“I scrolled through her Instagram a little 
bit, but definitely didn’t go down a rabbit 
hole,” he recalls. “Everyone presents what 


they want on social media, and you’re not 
going to get to know someone by scrolling. 
So we went out to eat to actually learn 
about each other.” 

Flash forward a few years and Mclnerny 
has released her second memoir, which 
includes plenty of stories about Hart, and 
her influence online steadily grows. While 
she continues to gain more fans because 
of her writing and her podcast, she hasn’t 
toned down who she is for the sake of 
gaining followers. 

“I don’t have a brand I’m associated 
with,” she says when presented with the 
ugly B-word. “I have never thought that 
way. I can tell you that I’ve always been a 
very liberal person. I can tell you that I’ve 
rubbed a lot of white ladies in Minnesota 
the wrong way for calling out racist shit. 
I’m not for everyone.” 

Meanwhile, Hart continues to be the 
more reserved and introverted of the two, 
though that’s not to say he doesn’t feel the 
pressures of his peripheral fame. 

“There have been a few times where 
people will DM her about seeing me some¬ 
where,” he recalls. “Understanding that 
people around Minnesota know who I am 
is a little weird too. It kind of makes me feel 
a little pressure to be a good representa¬ 
tive of who she is, although in general I’d 
say the chances of me doing stupid shit 
is relatively low.” 

Hart understands the role that social 
media plays in her career and her life. He

also has no problem supporting her from 
the background. 

“My version of helping is getting out of 
her way,” he laughs. “She just did an event 
at the Parkway Theater and we showed up 
late, so I just hung out and kept the baby 
entertained most of the time. She’s busy 
talking to people and signing books, so I 
step back and do what I can to support 
her outside of that part. She doesn’t need 
any help from me.” 

That said. Hart’s experience watching 
the weird, sometimes toxic online cloud 
that can follow Mclnerny has given him 
a new appreciation for social media, or 
lack thereof. 

“The sense of ownership that some 
people think they have over her just 
because they follow her online is fucking 
crazy to me,” he says. “It’s this righteous¬ 
ness, like they think they have a say in 
what she does sometimes. It’s kind of 
like, ‘Hey, this is my life and my content 
isn’t about aligning with your values.’ 
It’s just really bizarre.” 

His outlook may seem obvious to an 
outside observer, but as anyone who has 
been inundated with social media dick¬ 
heads can tell you, it’s easy to lose sight of 
that when you’re in it. This is something 
that doesn’t go unnoticed by Mclnerny.

“Matthew is a good reminder for me 
that the little dopamine rush I used to 
get from social media is not as wonderful 
as having a real place to land,” she says. 
“It used to be that if someone was shitty 
to me online, it would take me out of my 
fucking mind. Healthy people don’t shit 
on other people on the internet. And I can 
say that because I’ve been a shitty person 
who shit on people. Matthew is just so 
present and doesn’t need the internet to 
try and fill a hole in his spirit.” 

Hart has an equally supportive outlook 
on Mclnerny’s internet life. 

“This is going to sound corny but I real¬ 
ized early on that I was falling in love with 
this person, and that this was just part 
of the territory. This was going to be my 
person, and all these weird things are just 
going to come with it. Tm comfortable 
with that.” 

He takes a brief pause, then adds, “But 
when people do come up to me all excited 
and ask. Are you Nora’s husband?’ I just 
want to tell them, this is going to be a very 
disappointing conversation.” 

ALYSSA & JASON 
DERUSHA 


Believe it or not, people dated before 
apps were invented. But that doesn’t mean 
the internet didn’t still play a role. In the 
case of Alyssa and Jason DeRusha, they 
met back in 1995 at Marquette University,

where Jason used a super primitive version 
of AOL Instant Messenger to ask Alyssa 
if she’d like to go to a church polka fest 
in Milwaukee. 

Shockingly, that line worked, and the two 
are now happily married with two children, 
successful careers, and a very impressive 
social media footprint. In fact, Jason cur¬ 
rently has more than 50,000 followers on 
Twitter (@DeRushaJ), which he uses to 
break news and give non-famous folk a 
look into his personal life. That’s where 
his wife starts to get annoyed. 

“I don’t love it when he announces to 
50,000 people that we’re going to Ari¬ 
zona next week,” she says, laughing. “Or 
when he puts up photos of the front of 
our house with the house number still 
on there. He just doesn’t really think of 
that stuff in advance.” 

Small grievances aside, Alyssa knows 
that connecting with people is part of what 
makes her husband so great at his job as 
a WCCO-TV reporter. Not to mention it 
is just part of who he is. 

“Jason has always been an open book,” 
she says. “He shares more than I’d be com¬ 
fortable sharing, but he’s always been one 
to just put it all out there.” 

While Jason is known for his combina¬ 
tion of wit and empathy when sharing his

thoughts, he says that his eye for finding 
content can occasionally take over. 

“I realize that part of my job is social 
media,” he says. “But I think sometimes 
I find myself seeing the world in terms 
of possible material: What would make 
a great Instagram post or what would be 
a great tweet? Alyssa has seen me trying 
to craft a tweet or make a joke just right.” 

Without missing a beat, Alyssa brings 
Jason down a few notches. 

“I make jokes that you tweet as your 
own,” she shares. 

Over the course of his career, Jason has 
received plenty of attention from fans at 
events as well as in his day-to-day life. 
But that notoriety is something that has 
become new to Alyssa in the past few years. 

“It happens semi-frequently now where 
people will recognize me and know my 
name,” she says. “The weirdest is that 
people will come up to me when he’s not 
there and say that they recognize me.” 

While some would possibly run from 
the attention, Alyssa has managed to use it 
to launch her own social media presence 
as a local fashion maven. About four years 
ago, she started her own fashion-focused 
Instagram (@alyssastyled), which has given 
her an online identity all her own. 

“Jason was getting asked to host or be 
a part of more and more events and res¬ 
taurant openings and things like that, and 
so Td come with him,” she recalls. “Tve 
always liked fashion and getting dressed 
up, and one of Jason’s old co-workers told 
me I should start my own fashion blog. 
I didn’t think an34;hing of it at first, but 
then I decided I liked the idea of having 
a creative outlet to showcase that side 
of me.” 

Soon, Alyssa was showing off her best 
looks, from her Starkey Gala ensemble to 
her relaxed outfit at a summer concert. 
And she had a very familiar photographer 
at her disposal.

“I am 100 percent her photographer,” 
says Jason, beaming. “I love it when some¬ 
one comes up to her and says they love her 
fashion Instagram. People laugh, because 
we’ll be at events and they see me off to the 
side taking pictures of Alyssa. Sometimes 
we’ll forget to get a picture while we’re 
out, so we’ll pull over and get one on the 
way home.” 

Alyssa adds, “We stopped at a Menards 
one time. We realized we hadn’t taken a 
picture, so Jason pulled over and took my 
picture in the parking lot.” 

Her presence online has continued to 
grow and, in some cases, her own noto¬ 
riety has managed to eclipse that of her 
husband. 

“Some magazine ran a picture of Jason 
and me from a charity event we went to,” 
Alyssa recalls. “And the caption used my 
maidenname: Jason and AlyssaBannochie.’” 

It’s clear that despite her budding model¬ 
ing and fashion influencer career, Alyssa is 
still more comfortable pla)dngthe support 
role to her husband. But that doesn’t stop 
Jason from gushing about her like she’s 
the star of the show 

“I have spent my career getting atten¬ 
tion because Tm on TV,” he explains. “I 
love having Alyssa step out and having 
me take her picture. Tm so proud of her 
for doing it.”

Unlike some influeneers' partners who 
weren’t all that familiar with their sig¬ 
nificant other’s web fame prior to getting 
together, Jake Gotler knew exactly who he 
was matching with when he came across 
Falen Bonsett of KDWB fame on Bumble. 
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“I saw her profile and showed my sis¬ 
ter her picture,” he recalls. “I was like, 
‘Isn’t that the girl from the radio? Should I 
match with her?’ She goes, ‘No way she’ll 
match with you.’ But she was wrong, and 
here we are.” 

Despite being familiar with Bonsett’s 
radio personality, Gotler still did the social 
media deep-dive once the two began talking. 

“I definitely went and creeped her Ins- 
tagram,” he laughs. “My initial impres¬ 
sions were that she was super cute, her 
Bumble photos were up to date, and that 
she had some really interesting, funny, 
cool hobbies.” 

On the other side of the swipe, Bonsett 
was dealing with her own nervousness 
with online dating. 

“It felt weird to put myself out there,” 
she says. “I didn’t 
want anyone using 
me for Pitbull tick¬ 
ets or something.” 

After matching 
with Gotler, she 
admits to doing the 
same level of social 
media snooping. 

Except her search 
was far less fruitful. 

“Of course I 
stalked his social 
media,” she says. 

“I think when you 
first start dating 
anyone you want 
to find out about who they used to date 
and how you compare. The problem was 
I couldn’t really find a lot on him.” 

A guy with a limited virtual presence 
was a stark contrast to her own, with more 
than 120,000 social media followers. But 
even once the relationship became social- 
media official, Gotler insists he didn’t have 
any concerns about being thrust into the 
frame. 

“It was funny because people would 
come up to her when were out and say 
hello, which I thought was sort of unusual, 
but I got used to it pretty quickly. The 
weirdest thing was when people started 
to know me.” 

As any KDWB morning show listener 
can attest, Bonsett is an open book. That 
translates both on-air and online. 

“I probably feel some pressure to let 
people into my private life,” she admits. “I 
made that conscious decision a longtime 
ago. How can people relate to me if I’m a 
surface person? If they listened to me and 
heard me being honest to a fault, and then 
saw this perfectly cultivated Instagram, 
they’d be disappointed.” 

But in the case of maintaining a rela¬ 
tionship, being authentic can come with 
risks, which both Gotler and Bonsett rec¬ 
ognized going in. 

“I know in her case, she was much more 
cognizant of putting something up online 
about us,” Gotler says. “Because if some¬ 


thing goes wrong, you don’t want to have 
to explain it to 50,000 people.” 

Bonsett seconds this. “I’ve come to 
accept that people are going to say mean 
things to me on the internet, but I don’t 
want people being mean to him.” 

As fans already know, the couple decided 
that the reward was worth the risk, and 
they were married this past September. 
While Gotler knew that this meant being 
a part of Bonsett’s life forever, he didn’t 
realize that it also meant being a part of 
other people’s lives. 

“It’s funny because now we’ll be at the 
State Fair or something and instead of just 
asking him to take our picture, people 
want him to get in the picture with us,” 
Bonsett laughs. 

For his part, Gotler is happy to play the 
part alongside his 
wife. 

“When her fans 
come up to me I try 
to always be polite 
and positive,” 
he says. “People 
will occasion¬ 
ally approach me 
when we’re atradio 
events or appear¬ 
ances for her, but it 
is sort of weird that 
they’re interested 
in taking pictures 
or meeting me just 
because Tm mar¬ 
ried to her.” 

Bonsett admits that she has put her 
husband to work on occasion. 

“Of course I’ve made him take pictures 
of me looking off into the distance,” she 
confesses. “I have the dream of having one 
of those super cute Instagram photos. But 
he’s terrible at it so that dream will never 
come true with him.” 

Dream photo shoots aside, Gotler says 
he is always happy to lend a hand, regard¬ 
less of what side of the camera he’s on. 

“If we’re out somewhere and people 
want a picture. I’ll always help out,” he 
says. “We also started our own food page 
together and made a YouTube show. Fes¬ 
tivals, Fairs and Food Trucks” 

While a couple having a shared social 
media account or YouTube channel can 
potentially be nauseating, Gotler and 
Bonsett have managed to use her status 
to bring them closer together and make 
them into an infiuencer couple. 

Whether they turn out to be the king 
and queen of the Twin Cities social media 
scene or just continue taking way too many 
photos of their dogs, Gotler embraces his 
wife’s work as an infiuencer. 

“Tm proud of her more than anything 
else,” he beams. “She’s built up a following 
and has a fanbase, and she deserves it. Her 
social media is a really accurate represen¬ 
tation of who she is, which is the same 
funny, cool, cute girl I fell in love with.” 03

MINNESOTA'S BEST ETHIOPIAN FOOD! 
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HP

T he front door of Modern 
Times is bulging with peo¬ 
ple wrapped in late-winter 
jackets, a human mass that 
eventually unfurls outside. It’s 
a crowd dressed for Saturday night, the 
room dotted with smooth leather jackets 
and printed sweaters, earrings wobbling 
on lobes. 

Soft sounds from a stereo in the kitchen 
set a mellow tone, and the room fills with 
conversation. The wait is a gentle process. 
People greet neighbors and friends, and 
from the kitchen emerges abeamingwoman 
in a bright-yellow dress, who walks toward 
the line bearing a tray with bites of cake 
and cups of sorrel—a red hibiscus drink, 
sweet and bright, which I sip as the kids 
behind me in line enjoy bits of banana cake. 

This is Ingridients—a Trinidad-inspired, 
soul-rooted pop-up enriched by chef Ingrid 
Richards’ nostalgic cravings and beloved 
flavors. 

Richards has been a Minneapolis resident 
for over 30 years, after moving here from 
her island home of Trinidad. The eldest of 
nine children, she learned to cook for her 
family when she was young, standing on 
a stool next to her grandmother’s stove. 
Hers was a family of culinary brilliance: 
‘'My aunt was a master chef; she would 
make incredible ice creams with tropical 
fruits. She just had enormous skill,” she 
recalls. Her grandfather was an expert 
gardener and herbalist. 

When she arrived in Minnesota in 1980, 
she took culinary classes at Minneapolis 
Technical Institute and began working in 
professional kitchens, always dreaming of 
one day opening her own restaurant. The 
first time she cooked her own food for the 
public was at the request of her daughter, 
the respected artist and author Junauda 
Petrus (and the host in yellow at the pop¬ 
up). She wanted to serve food as part of a 
performance piece at Pillsbury House in 
2015 and reached out to her mother to make 
doubles, a Trinidadian street food of flat 
fried bread filled with curried chickpeas. 

“We ran out of food because people kept 
taking two portions; they’d have one and 
go back for another!” Richards remem¬ 
bers. That same year, the Whittier Farmers 
Market—which was just startingup—asked 
Richards if she wanted to cook. 

For the first market, she made doubles 
and Bailey’s Irish Cream cupcakes with 
fresh berries, quickly selling out. Each 
week, she made more food, and every time, 
she’d sell out. She’s been operating at the

market every week since. Then, late last 
year. Modem Times owner Dylan Alverson 
offered to house her pop-up two Saturdays 
a month during March, April, and May. 

The response has been overwhelming, 
with lines out the door of the south Min¬ 
neapolis restaurant each night. “People 
have been really excited about being in 
the space at night and eating some really 
amazing food,” says Alverson. “Sharing 
this space with their family at an exciting 
time in their growth is very rewarding.” 

And it really is exciting. Back in line, I 
finally reach the counter and place a to-go 
order for a Caribbean entree, doubles, 
and a ginger beer, rushing them home in 
a blink. When I crack the container, a deep 
coo leaves my lips. The stewed chicken 
is nestled next to a spoonful of macaroni 
pie and a pool of red beans, slices of fried 
plantains tucked on the side. The beans 
are slightly sweet and practically melted 
with their own richness; the macaroni pie 
is masterful, with pert noodles held in a rich 


cheese sauce. I use forkfuls of the pasta 
to mop up the beans, an absolute luxury. 

The stewed chicken has been cooked 
until smooth, the sauce richly spiced. It 
quickly disappears. The plantains, incred¬ 
ibly savory nuggets, were slightly smashed 
while fried. 

Richards has a level of quality to her 
food that’s recognizable to anyone who 
loves to cook. “If you saw the way she 
cupped the chicken and drizzled the gravy 
on each plate, she is very thoughtful,” 
says Petms. “If things that she has cooked 
aren’t up to her standards, she won’t let 
them go out.” She holds close the Trini¬ 
dadian flavors of her childhood while 
expanding her repertoire, consistently 
including vegan, vegetarian, and gluten- 
free options in her rotating menu. And 
nearly all the ingredients that inform her 
cooking are local and organic: “I don’t 
want to be poisoning my community,” 
she says. “The main ingredient is love. I 
want my food to be nourishing, and don’t 


want to use the cheapest ingredient just 
to make a profit.” 

The doubles are a beloved Caribbean 
dish: soft bara bread filled with a lentil and 
chickpea mixture, with a sweet tamarind 
sauce sloshed on top. The flavors are rooted 
in India, from the indentured servants 
brought to the islands during colonial rule. 
The bread tastes of cumin and coriander, 
and the dueling textures from the soft 
lentils and chewy chickpeas meld well. It 
tastes somehow familiar despite my lack of 
Caribbean heritage, the lentils providing a 
sloppy-joe texture and the tamarind sauce 
similar to ketchup’s sweetness. A kitchen- 
table familiarity, with more complex flavors. 

And the ginger beer deserves its own 
paragraph. As a ginger fanatic who eats 
raw slices of the stuff to cure ever 5 Thing 
from upset stomach to melancholy, I’m 
frequently disappointed by ginger beers 
and sodas, which are often heavy with sugar 
S 5 n:*up and lack even a scant bite of ginger 
heat. Ingridients’ ginger beer is a kick in 
the pants; I’d like to dive into a swimming 
pool full of it and drink every drop. 

As I wait at the counter, I joke with the 
woman beside me that the food must be 
good if the lines are long and no one is 
mad about waiting. “It’s about support,” 
she responds. “Showing up for your com¬ 
munity.” Richards and her family put their 
whole heart into creating a warm space 
for everyone who walks through the door, 
and it shows in the packed dining rooms 
and relaxed customers. 

Richards recently quit her full time 
job to focus all of her energy on running 
Ingridients, and will continue popping 
up at the Whittier Farmers Market this 
year while offering catering (meaning that 
ginger beer can be bought by the gallon). 

“I believe in what my mom does as a 
chef,” says Petrus, but she also noted that 
the reality of Minneapolis gentrification 
affects their ability to plan for the future. 
The shortage of African-American-owned 
businesses on the South Side, though the 
community’s roots in the area are deep, 
make the realities of being able to start 
abrick-and-mortar restaurant daunting. 

Regardless of the challenges, Richards 
continues working toward the dream she’s 
maintained for 30 years. “I’ve always had 
another job, and now this is what I am 
doing. I am excited to give it my all.”

CAN ‘LONG SHOT’ HAVE IT ALL? 

Non-dysfunctional politics feel like more of a fantasy than 
true love in this Charlize Theron/Seth Rogen romcom

he nice thing aboutreviewinga 
romantic comedy is there’s no 
way I can spoil the ending. If 
you are genuinely shocked to 
learn that blindingly gorgeous 
Secretary of State/presidential hopeful 
Charlotte Field (Charlize Theron) and 
sloppy underachieving Brooklyn muck- 
raker Fred Flarsky (Seth Rogan) find true 
love by the conclusion of Long Shot—weW, 
you had to lose your innocence sometime, 
pal. I’m just sorry it had to be like this. 

Still, Long Shot isn’t exactly what you’d 
expect—at the very least, it does an end run 
around the ickier elements of the schlub- 
lands-the-hottie template. Flarsky may be 
the movie’s focal point, but Field’s decisions 
drive the story, so it’s less ‘'boy meets/loses/ 
gets girl” than “girl falls for boy against her 
better judgment and tries to wedge him 
into her complicated life.” 

LongS/iot begins with Flarsky, fresh from 
the successfril infiltration of a neo-Nazi den, 
quittinghis job in an absurdly principled huff 
after an evil media conglomerate gobbles up 
his publication; to cheer him up, his buddy 
Lance (O’Shea Jackson Jr., emitting relent¬ 
lessly aggro positivity) takes him to abenefit 
gala that, for some reason, the secretary of 
state is also attending. (Dammit, disbelief, 
will you suspend already?) Field, it turns 


out, was once Flarsky’s babysitter and first 
crush. To the dismay of her supercilious 
handlers, she hires Flarsky to punch up 
her speeches during a global jaunt to nail 
down an ambitious environmental accord. 
He excels, of course, because he under¬ 
stands the real her or whatever, and soon 
her speeches aren’t all he’s punching up, 
if you know what I mean. 

Along the way there are pratfalls, face 
plants, funny outfits, an inopportune teen 
boner, a white supremacist named Aryan 
Grande, and a bona fide cum shot. All this, 
I need hardly say, is the good stuff But 
when I tell you that Long Shot’s political 
milieu is a colossally dimwitted creation, 
please understand that I mean even for a 
romcom—even for a romcom where Charl¬ 
ize Theron is the secretary of state and 
falls in love with Seth Rogen. The movie’s 
world is neither make-believe nor realistic 
enough. One extended scene badgers us 
into agreeing that Republicans are people 
too, while the bumbling baddies—white 
nationalists. Bob Odenkirk’s TV-star-turned 
president, a handsy Murdochian mogul 
played by Andy Serkis (who somehow 
seems digitally enhanced even when he 
isn’t CGI)—keep reminding us of their 
less easily foiled real-world counterparts. 

Rogen updates his stunted adolescent 
persona a smidge here, integrating an

unwillingness to compromise his ide¬ 
als that honestly makes him seem just 
as immature as the cheap windbreaker 
he’s zipped into as snugly as a plump, fuzzy 
sausage. (He’s like Glenn Greenwald with a 
neckbeard and a weed dealer.) But Theron 
is the movie’s heart. She’s game for even 
the crassest gags, yet she establishes Field 
as a three-dimensional human, a woman 
who knows how to get what she wants, 
and—once that inexplicably includes 
Flarsky—adjusts her m.o., not smoothly 
but effectively. 

In the end, it’s not only true love but 
political candor that conquers all in Long 
Shot, and America lives as happily ever after 
as the new first couple, who appear to have 
redefined the nation’s gender roles forever. 
Not only can Field have it all, but so can 
we. It’s a surprisingly sweet conclusion, 
yet seeing that fantasy play out while liv¬ 
ing in the ugly actuality of 2019, where the 
misogynists and power brokers are more 
than standing their ground, is like watching 
a standard romantic comedy while you’re 
in the middle of a messy divorce. 

Sometimes a happy ending can feel just 
plain cruel.

n a sense, The Brothers Paranormal 
is a fitting play for springtime: It 
touches on themes of hope, renewal, 
and change. However, it also happens 
to be a ghost story with the kind of 
jarring surprises that usually only come 
out at Halloween. 

The play’s regional premiere is now 
onstage at Penumbra Theatre, in a first- 
ever co-production between that company 
and Theater Mu. Writer Prince Gomolvilas 
imagines an intersection between a Thai- 
American family and an African-American 
couple; unusual circumstances highlight 
parallels between their experiences of 
dislocation. 

The story, which balances levity and 
tragedy, opens on a lighter note. Brothers 
Max (SherwinResurreccion) and Visarut 
(Kurt Kwan) finally have a client for their 
fledglingparanormal investigation business, 
which salesman Max thinks is essentially 
a sham. He gleefully swipes a credit card 
belongingto Delia (Regina Marie Williams), 
who’s been hearing a ghost... one that quite 
unexpectedly speaks Thai. 

Delia’s husband, Felix (James Craven), 
is entertaining a few different theories 


as to why a black American woman 
would be haunted by a Thai ghost, but 
one he’s hoping isn’t true is that Delia is 
experiencing the kind of hallucinations 
her mother had due to mental illness. 
Max says the brothers’ mother (Leslie 
Ishii), who immigrated from Thailand, 
has had a similar diagnosis, and the ama¬ 
teur ghostbusting starts to take on new 
dimensions. 

That’s only the starting point of a story 
that keeps twisting and turning all the 
way to the end. There’s an apparition, all 
right (in the person of a nimble and fero¬ 
cious Michelle de Joya), but not everyone 
sees her and Gomolvilas keeps us guess¬ 
ing as to her true nature. Director Lou 
Bellamy keeps the energy crackling for 
the scary scenes, with the help of some 
hair-raising stagecraft. 

Fundamentally, though, Bellamy and 
his cast know that we’ll believe what the 
actors convince us they see. Completely 
committed performances draw us fully 
into this unsettling world, with particu¬ 
larly touching work from Williams and 
Craven as a deeply loving couple whose 
latest trauma is not their first. An acerbic 
yet sympathetic Resurreccion anchors his

character’s family unit, which has unex¬ 
pected revelations of its own. 

Opening during Mental Health Aware¬ 
ness Month, The Brothers Paranormal may 
inspire varied reactions from those who 
have experienced the illnesses described 
onstage. On one hand, Gomolvilas makes 
a careful point of encouraging compassion 
and distinguishing clinical depression from 
ordinary sadness. On the other hand, the 
play deliberately blurs lines between hal¬ 
lucinations and literal ghosts in a way that 
creates a suspenseful plot at the expense of 
a more substantive consideration of what it 
actually means to live with mental illness. 

Ambitiously encompassing topics 
including climate change and economic 
inequality. The Brothers Paranormal takes 
on a lot—but then, so do many families 
such as these. The show largely succeeds, 
thanks to a well-crafted, often amusing 
script, and to strong performances that 
keep these characters grounded even when 
they’re climbing the walls. 03

Vampire Weekend quip cleverly and sing 
sweetly into the void on Father of the Bride

don’t want to say music critics will 
never again disagree about any band 
as pointlessly as we disagreed about 
Vampire Weekend in2008—after all, 
I’d said that same thing about the 
Strokes in 2006 and while I don’t mind 
being wrong repeatedly I do try to at least 
be wrong about different things. When it 
comes to public dustups over critical light- 
ningrods, history repeats itself: first as farce, 
then again as farce, then one more damn 
farce after another. Farces all the way down. 

So it’s fitting that Rob Harvilla’s terrific 
overview of the band’s career arc for the 
Ringer last week essentially doubled as an 
oral history of music critics remember¬ 
ing where they were when their promo 
copy of Vampire Weekend came in the 
mail in 2008. Upon hearing VW’s appro¬ 
priated South African groove, everyone 
became an Afropop scholar and critic of 
neocolonialism, because if there’s one 
thing white collegiates love it’s finding 
someone whiter and collegiater to blame 
for—um, well, that part’s never quite clear. 
Yes, Ezra Koenig was Jewish and Rostam 
Batmanglij was Iranian-American, but they 
wore polo shirts or something and went 
to Columbia. They also sang about their 
even wealthier peers, and griping about 
that last bit always made as little sense to 
me as complaining that Edith Wharton 
didn’t write about coal miners. The rich 
aren’t like you and me, after all, and one 
advantage of going to expensive schools 
is you get to keep an eye on the fuckers. 

Yet what’s interesting about Vampire 
Weekend’s fourth album. Father of the 
Bride, is how irrelevant that backstory is. 
Sure, the title of ‘‘Unbearably White” is 
Koenig trolling skeptics by leading with his 
chin, just like when he opened an album 
by rhyming “horchata” and “balaclava.” 
And “Rich Man” plays off the old country 
trope “one rich man in ten has a satisfied 
mind” (while sampling Sierra Leone’s 
sublime S.E. Rogie) with a giddy “And I’m 
the one” that recalls Lou Reed whooping, 
“There are problems in these times/But, 
ooh, none of them are mine.” But honestly, 
if I didn’t have old axes to grind and new 
jokes to tell I probably wouldn’t have even 
have brought the past up. 

The more significant point of com¬ 
parison is with Vampire Weekend’s 
2013 album. Modern Vampires of the 
City, one of the few albums about turn¬ 
ing 30 that anyone who’s already turned 
40 could learn something from. As Koenig 
tangled with Yahweh, surveyed distant 


New York history, and addressed similar 
weighty themes, you could almost miss 
that one of the deepest cuts was the silli¬ 
est. “Diane Young” was a meditation on 
mortality disguised as a tossed-off retro 
rockabilly hiccup that put nostalgia in its 
place with the witheringly simple “I love 
the past ’cause I hate suspense.” 

Modern Vampires was a series of dis¬ 
crete, carefully constructed chamber pop 
set pieces, and it felt monumental as a result 
Father of the Bride, in contrast, is a sprawl¬ 
ing collection of 18 snippets, the kind of 
songs that feel even shorter than they are. 
Batmanglij has left the band, though he helps 
on two tracks, and returning producer Ariel 
Rechtshaid is joined by ringers like Steve 
Lacy of the adventurous R&B/rap group 
the Internet. The guitars take on a jazzy 
indirection that reportedly expands into 
full-on jam band noodlinglive. David Fricke 


called it the hand’s Abbey Roadhut it’s more 
their White Album, though its disjointed¬ 
ness feels like a deliberate strategy rather 
than ab 5 q)roduct of failed collaboration. 

There’s a tension between ease and con¬ 
trol throughout Father of the Bride. It’s a 
celebration of Koenig’s facility, displaying 
the effortlessness of his spry tunes and 
allusive couplets, but its genteel folksi¬ 
ness is also mechanically precise, like a 
digital rendering of an open-air landscape. 
The lead track, “Hold You Now” (the first 
of three songs in which Danielle Haim 
appears as a wise foil to Koenig’s callow 
wayfarer), interrupts its finger-plucked 
offhandedness with a simulated flub and a 
tinkered-with choir, and subsequent tracks 
similarly pull back the curtain whenever 
the mood becomes too naturalistic. 

Where in the past Koenig’s l 5 n:*ics sug¬ 
gested the impermanent relationships 


of early adulthood, these l 5 n:*ics hint at a 
more adult arc, voicing the thoughts of a 
guy who’s come to acknowledge that once 
you care about others your own mortal¬ 
ity is the least of your worries. Without 
getting too autobiographical, that makes 
sense: Koenig is now 35 and has a son with 
Rashida Jones. He’s looking ahead, but not 
too far: “2021” sounds like a sci-fi title till 
you do the math and realize it’s only two 
years away. 

And doom lurks around the edge of nearly 
every chorus here. “How long till we sink 
till the bottom of the sea?” Koenig wonders 
sing-songily over a fingersnap and chorus 
of distant “la la la”s, while elsewhere he 
predicts “There’s an avalanche coming.” He 
ducks behind aphorisms such as “I know 
death probably hasn’t happened yet” like 
a Stephen Malkmus whose pose is sincer¬ 
ity rather than slack, but he can also be 
direct, as when he sings sweetly on what’s 
already the most widely quoted lyric here: 
“Things have never been stranger/Things 
are gonna stay strange.” 

Things have always been stranger in the 
psychogeography ofVampire Weekend than 
Koenig’s demeanor has let on. While Paul 
Simon was the go-to comparison in the early 
days, that just showed what a skimpy record 
collection so many ’80s babies’ parents 
had. In terms of sensibility (if not sound). 
Vampire Weekend reminded me also of 
Talking Heads, uncool posturing a way 
of uncovering topics and moods flashier 
rockers had left uncovered as international 
music styles acknowledge the world beyond 
the band’s limited perspectives. (Just think 
what Hipster Runoff would’ve made of 
David Byrne’s crew of RISD carpetbaggers 
back in the day). 

But if Byrne exaggerated his anxiety 
and alienation, Koenig exaggerated his 
comfort in his own skin, and even still, 
he sounds preternaturally thoughtful and 
sane. That’s why he can close the album 
with “Jerusalem, New York, Berlin,” which 
confronts “a wicked world” and addresses 
“That genocide of feeling/That beats in 
every heart” with a light enough touch to 
avoid inducing eye rolls. “There’s no use in 
being clever,” Koenig sings on “We Belong 
Together,” but that doesn’t stop him from 
indulging his cleverness. In fact. Father of 
the Bride is an instruction manual for how 
to continue to treasure the wit and craft 
that have helped you survive and love in 
the past, yet seem hopelessly insufficient 
tools for addressing the looming apocalypse 
on the horizon.

Don’t do it, CREEP— don’t do that thing 
you already know you shouldn’t, that thing 
you wouldn’t want some dude to do to 
you, that thing you were probably hoping 
I’d give you permission to do. 

You’re engaged in what’s called “dickful 
thinking” when guys do it. It’s like wishful 
thinking, but with dicks. Men convince 
themselves of something improbable (“I bet 
she likes unsolicited dick pics!”) or unlikely 
(“Showingup at her workplace will convince 
her to take me back!”) because it’s what they 
want. Think of all the guys you’ve known 
who said, “She wants me!” when he was the 
one who wanted her. Clitful thinkingmay be 
rarer than dickful thinking—women being 
less likely to think with their genitals and/or 
being more risk-averse due to socialization, 
slut-shaming, and the ever-present threat 
of gendered violence—but it’s not unheard 
of for a woman to rationalize unacceptable 
behavior (contacting this man at work) 
or deploy a self-serving justification (it’s 
just ONE email) or solicit a ‘You go, girl!” 
from a sex-advice columnist when what 
she needs to hear is “Hell no, girl!” 


This probably isn’t what you wanted to 
hear either, WORK, but this woman isn’t 
interested in you—and if you weren’t 
engaged in dickful thinking, you’d know 
that. But your dick has somehow managed 
to convince you that you’re the “he” she 
was referring to when she talked about 
sending someone a sign. You need to ask 
yourself which is likelier: she went out of her 
way to let you know she’s not interested in 
dating anyone at work and you’re the “he” 
she was referring to, or the “he” she was 
referring to was one of the roughly four 
billion other men on the planet? I don’t 
mean to be cruel, I just want to stop you 
from doing something that could get you 
fired or screw up what has, up to now, been a 
pleasant work relationship. While kindness 
can sometimes signal romantic interest, the 
evidence here—including the fact that she 
didn’t send an unambiguous signal when 
she was single—indicates otherwise.
